Official Opening Set 
For Sunday Evening 
In Foundation House 



The announcement of the launch- 
ing of the United Jewish Student 
Appeal has been made by the Hillel 
Foundation. The drive' will be 
staged from February 25 to March 
1 and will be officially opened at 
a meeting Sunday evening at 8.30 
in the Hillel House, 3460 Stanley 
St 

A report on the situation of the 
remaining Jews in Eastern Europe 
will be presented by Mr. H. M. 
Caiscmani Secretary-General of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, who 
has just returned from a lour as 
official emissary of Canadian Jew- 
cry. In addition there will be a 
film "Builders of a Nation" depict- 
ing the rebirth of the Jewish peo- 
ple in Palestine. 

The drive will be a comblnatibn 
of three main functions: first that 
the million and a quarter, Jews in 
Europe, remaining from the pre- 
war population of seven million, 
may continue to live: secondlyr that 
the thousands of Jews in Palestine 
may be settled upon land which is 
bouhgt for the entire Jewish popu- 
lation and leased out by the Jew- 
ish National Fund; and finally, that 
Hebrew cultural instittuions may 
ocntinue their woric 

At present there are two hundred 
thousand Jews in the displaced 
camps of the occupied ïones In 
dire need of food, clothing and 
machines. 

Professor E. Rosenthal, Profes- 
sor R. Tuck, Professor P. P, Vine- 
berg end Rabbi A. Soltes, Directo'^' 
of Hillel Foundation, will act as 
Honorary Chairmen of the appeal. 

Terminating the campaign, a 
dance featuring Don Cameron and 
his orchestra will be held in the 
Union on Saturday, March 2.

War Memorial Drive Extended 
To Construct Rink-Auditorium 

AiJ^ûmA^,^ Thotttand h Goal Set 

In Latest 'Annomieti 'Aim 
Of Fmi

Due to the response to last year's 
War Memorial Campaign, the Grad- 
uates' Society has extended the 
drive to raise funds for the erection 
of a rihk-auditorium. Original plans 
were centered around the construc- 
tion of a swimming pool 'to be built 
as an extension to the Sir Arthur 
Currie Memorial Gymnasium Arm- 
ory and the initial goal was set. at 
$400.000. 

The Idea was enthusiastically re- 
ceived and the objective was not 
only reached by an additional 
$100.000 was raised. This prompted 
the Graduates' Society to campaign 
for funds to build a rink-auditor- 
ium which would not only afford 
McGill her own hockey arena but 
would serve as a concert- hall as 
well. 

For the next two \v.eeks McGill 
students who have not been can- 
vassed before will have their op- 
pwtunlty, not only to help build a 
sub'stantlal war memorial - but to 
provide themselves with facilities 



for a complete physical education 
program. 

The first an dmost Important 
step is the building of the rink 
auditorium which will seat .5,000. 
The Ice surface will be 200 feet 
by 85 feet, and will be available 
for hockey from the close of the 
football season to the beginning 
of the baseball season and,' In' addi- 
tion, the year round for concerts, 
etc 

The gym Itself is to be extended 
to scat 1,000 extra people, with ad- 
ditional floor space as well. The 
swimming pool, prol^ably the most 
talked about addition to. the gym- 
nasium, is to be in a separate sec- 
tion of the building and will be 
suitable for exhibitions with seat- 
ing for 1,200 people. 

Construction will begin; as soon 
as labor and materials are avail- 
abzle. Hopes are high that the 
ground wll Ibe broken this spring 
10 that the biulding will be ready 
for use next session.

Phelan Address Describes ILO; 
Foresees Achievments in Future 



"We must not be too impatient 
if the growth of the UNO does not 
seem fast enough for us," said E. 
J. Phelan, acting director-general 
of the International Labour Organl* 
zation, when he addressed mem- 
bers of the International Relations 
Club yesterday at five o'clock in 
the Union B'Uroom. . : . 

Mr. Phelan assuined^^Ieadershlp 
of the world organlzatlm . head- 
quartered in Montreal, when John 
G. Wlnant resigned to become 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain. A naUve of the United 
Kingdom, hè funcUoiu as an Inter- 
national neutral In.the LL.O. . 

Outlining the birth and growth 
of the labor organization, be told 
of the first International agreemen 
reached to remedy unfair compe- 
tition in the match Industry, which 
previously had been the source of 
industrial disease. The International 
Labour Office- first came Into being 
with the Peace Treaty, of 1910 and 
acted as an affiliation- of the 
League of Nations. Now it is operat- 
ing with the United Nations Organi- 
zation. 

"The I.L.O. is the first conference 
of sovereign states which can- ar- 
rive democratically jX impiMrtai^t 



decisions", stated the speaker, 
pointing out that Its "trl-partite" 
representation of parliamentary 
delegates, employers, and em- 
ployees, decide terms to be adopted 
by' vote of the majority, and- that 
all treaties must be submitted to 
the various national parliaments to 
be ratiflerf. 

"Although the blueprint Is al- 
most, perfect, really substantial re- 
suit! will be effected only by a 
slow process which' must take root 
and develop into lasting tradition 
and respect," concluded Mr. Phelan, 
adding that world government will 
be the final solution to many of 
the international labour problems. 

-After his address the speaker 
answered many questions - put to 
him by members of the audience. 
Regarding Russia and the ILO he 
replied that the USSR had been in- 
vited to join and would bo welçom» 
ed at any time should she care .to 
participate.
